Early reports cov- 
ered a territory from Springfield, II1., 
through Davenport, Io., and Janesville 
Wis., north to Muskegon, Mich. Re- 
ports of the vibrations, but recording no 
material darmage, were received from 
_the following cities: 

Beloit; Wis.; Peoria, Kewanee, Rock- 
ford, Jdliet, Dixon, Streator, Galena, 
Freeport; Bloomington, Moline, Elgin, 
Aurora, Springfield, fll, and from Janes- 
ville, Wis., Davenport, and Dubuque, 
lo., and Muskegon and Kalamazoo, 
Mich. 

Throughout the territory affected only 
minor damage was reported. Several 
small fires were started by the over- 
turning of stoves and many chimneys 
were razed. Aurora, IJl., suffered par- 
ticularly in this respect. 


Shock Felt Throughout Chicago. 

In this city the shock was generally 
felt, but in the great majority of cases 
was attributed to the ordinary causes, 
Such as the passage of street cars, ele- 
vated trains, blasting in distant quar- 
ries of the passage of structural iron 
on big trucks through the streets.

During the period of the vibration it 
‘was almost impossible to get correct 
telephone connections owing to the sway- 
ing of the wires, damp from last night’s 
rains, against each other. 

Keep on Feet With Difficulty. 

At Beloit, Wis., all the college build- 

ings rocked violently and many persons 
experienced 4Gifficulty in remaining on 
their feet. 
’ At Jollet chairs and other light ob- 
jects were overturned and at Dixon gas 
fires were shaken out. At South Haven 
and Benton Harbor, Mich., windows rat- 
tled violently and much china was

An unconscious womar, lying In a bed

The woman and ber three children 
were rushed to the City Hospital. Af 
noon the police had learned only that 
the woman’s husband was in New York. 
and that the family had been destitute 
for days, even before the twins wer? 
born. 

The police were notified by Mrs. No- 
phrey, a nurse, living at 1513 Chouteau 
avenue. Mrs. Nophrey was _ present 
Tuesday when the twins were born and 
called Wednesday morning to give the 
mother and the babies attention. She 
found the door locked and got no re- 
sponse when she knocked. She could 
hear the cries of the babies, but no 
other sound came from the room. 

Sergt. Klein and Patrolman Mitcheil 
knocked cn the door. There was no re- 
sponse and they forced the door. The 
scene that met their eyes was pitiful. 

The frail woman, utterly broken down 
by the double birth less than twenty- 
four hours before, looked as though she 
might be dead. The policem>n could 
not rouse her, but saw that she was 
breathing. Otto, 7 years old, was only 
able to mutter. that he had eaten noth- 
ing for four days. 

The rooming heuse where the family 
lived is conducted by Marshall Nicholas. 

Klein and Mitchell gave their atten- 
tion solely to the woman and children 
after their arrival. A report of what 
they had found at the house was tele- 
phoned to headquarters and a police in- 
vestigation will be made as to how the 
woman became destitute and why the 
door was locked.

and thus avenge the death of Constable 
Sam Young, and startled by the sound 
of a mysterious voice at his elbow, Wil- 
Ham Wright, under indictmént for the 
killing of Young, became terror stricken 
at Franklin and Ewing avenues early 
Wednesday and shet Alfred Nielsen otf 
1235 North Garrison avenue, an innocent 


passerny. 

Wright Kuounos, “the yellow’ kid,”’ 
who, with his ‘pal,’ Charles V. 
Tozer is locked up at the Dayton 


Street Station, says that he knows the 
name of the gang member who threat- 
ened his life, but he will not tell it. In 
this he adheres to gang ethics. He says 
that he won't tell the police the name, 
but that he will ‘‘get even” in his own 
way. ial Rt amas tae ee : 

Wright says that a man whom he 
knows, and whose name he conceals, 
approached him in Judge Fisher's court- 
room Tuesday and said to him: 

“You will never come back to this 
court.”’ 

Threatened in Courtroom, 


Wright's trial on a charge of killing 
Sam Young, April 4 last, was set 
for trial Tuesday, but was continued 
until June 7. Qhe threat was made as 
Wright was leaving the courtroom. 

Wright and Charles Tozer at 1:30 a. 
m. were on their way home from a 
garden. They were walking east on 
Easton avenue at Ewing avenue when 
a man stepped from the shadow of a 
doorway and. said: ‘‘Hello,. B° ta 
stricken and shouted: ‘‘They’re going to 
get me now!” 

Began Firing in Street. 

He drew his revolver and commenced 
firing. The man who had spoken to 
Tozer turned and ran east. Closely 
pursued by Wright, he cut across a va- 
cant lot. 

Wright did not follow the man across 
the lot, but continued to run east, fir- 
ing his revolver, Tozer following close 
behind him. Tozer says that Wright 
stopped near Leffingwell avenue, a 
block from where he started to run, and 
reloaded his weapon. 

Then he leaped forward again and 
fired five shots. Nielsen, who is a route 
superintendent for a dairy company, 
was on his way to work and was cross- 
ing the large open square where Easton 
avenue, Franklin avenue and Wash 
street some tegether in front of the 
Sheridan House, 

Tozer saw him throw up his hands and 
fall. Patrolmen Higgins and Ryan, who 
had heard the shots, came running up. 

Two ien who had been walking be- 
hind Tozer and Wright before the shoot- 
ing commenced ran to the policemen and 
told them to arrest Wright. 

“‘He’s crazy and he’s been shooting up 
the street,’’ one of them said. 

Wright at first refused to make a 
statement and teld Tozer toe “keep his 
mouth shut.”’ 

Stys He Was Attacked. 

Later Wright told the _ police 
that five men jumped out of a doorway 
at Easton and Ewing avenues and’ that 
he opened fire, believing he was about 
to be assassinated. He said that he 
knew one of the men at whom he shot, 
but that he would not tell his name. 

“T’ll just fight it out with the gang,’’ 
he said. 

Sam Young, a Constable and Fifteenth 
Ward politician, was shot to death at 
the gate of Fred Mohrie’s coal yard at 
822 North Twenty-first street Sunday, 
April 4. 

Young and Mohrle had been enemies 

and friends of Young allege that he 
was lured to the-yard on the pretense 
that Mohrie wanted to ‘‘make up’”’ with 
him and would open a case of beer in 
token of the reconciliation. 
When Young reached the yard eight 
shots were fired at him through the 
gate and he fell mortally wounded. On 
evidence that Mohrie and Wright did 
the shooting both were indicted on sec- 
ond-degree murder charges.

Hadley, when asked if he had any com- 
ment to make on that portion of the 
report of the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance bearing upon the controversy be- 
tween former Supt. Vandiver and him- 
self, in reference to the reduction of 
insurance rates, said: 

“Mr. Kennish states that the reduc- 


tion in fire insurance rates in 1908, com- 


pared with 1907, has been 21 cents on 
$100. valuation cf the ris«x insured. This 
is particularly pleasing to me; it puts at 
rest a question of controversy in the 
last campaign, which was afterwards: 
renewed by Mr. Vanaiver. 

‘Om March 1 Mr. .Vandiver issued a 
Statement that there had not been over 
a 5i per cent reduction in insurance 
rates in 1908. But Mr. Kennish shows 
on the authority of J. A, McAvoy, who 
was the actuary under Mr. Vandiver, a 
mistake was made by Mr. Vandiver in 
his computations, which, when correct- 
ed, shows a reduction of 21 cents in the 
fire insurance rates in 1908, as compared 
with 1907. 

“That this reduction was brought 
about by the re-rating of the State, 
which was agreed upon as an adjust- 
ment of the litigation that I instituted 
against the insurance companies, is, of 
course, beyond question. As this report 
shows, in carrying out this agreement, 
&3 towns of the State have been re-rated 
and supplements have been issued by 
the companies, effecting an additional 
reduction to an extent which would be 
equal to 100 fair-sized towns. 

“The re-rating has resulted in a re- 
duction, as follows: Brick buildings, 
9/47; contents of brick buildings, 9.90; 
frame buildings, 13.17; contents of frame 
buildings, 11.76. 

“During the campaign I contended 
that the result of this litigation would

TROLLEY LINE BUILT IN COURT 
WINS AGAINST ST. LOUIS CO. 


Inventors Demonstrate Value of 
Patent on Miniature Cars and 
Get a Verdict. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 26.—Aftar 
setting up a miniature trolley line in 
the Federal courtroom to demonstrate 
the efficiency of their patent brake, 
Louis C. Kohler and Lorenz Kress Jr. 
won a judgment against the St. Louis 
Car Co. for $4000 and interest from Jan. 
1, 1906. 

One of the inventors ‘sat in the min- 
iature car in court: anu it was pushed 
down an incline. He set the brakes to 
show the court how perfectly it vp- 
erated. 

Kohler and Kress alleged that the St. 
Louis Car Co. entered into an agree- 
ment with them to pay them a royalty 
of $15 for each car equipped with their 
brake and $1000 a year. The company 
contended that the brake was not effi- 
cient. 

After seeing the brake work the court 
concluded that it would do all the in- 
ventors claimed for it and allowed them 
the amount sued for.

Patrolman Prevents Tragedy. 

Patrolman Brady of the Second Dis- 
tricst was walking on Sidney street 
about 8:30 p. m. Tuesday when he saw 
the cowgirl. He followed her when she 
obviously dodged him. She went to the 
mouth of the alley atongside 416 Sidney 
street. 

When Brady reached her side she was 
lifting the fatal draft to her lips. 
The girl told her story at the 
station, and repeated it Wednesday to 
Post-Dispatch reperters at 416 Sidney 
street, where she occupies a room. 

“T have punched cattle down in Texas 
for six months,” said Miss Smith. “Two 
weeks ago I. came. to St. Louis to see 
my mother, Mrs. Mary Climer, who lives 
at. 3125 South Seventh street. I had a 
fight the other day with my stepfather, 
and my mother told me to leave the 
house.

“I just felt so terrible! I was home- 
sick for the range. Why, I did all kinds 
of work there, just like the cowboys. 
I rode a broncho and roped steers and 
branded them, and I helped at the 
roundups, lived in camp and had a fine 
time. See how tanned I am? 

“IT couldn’t #hifik of having to live in 
the city after the free life down there, 
and that’s why:I bought the poison. I 
don’t know whether I'll try again or 
not. I promised the policeman I! 
wouldn’t, anyhow, and he let me go.”’

HE SEES . INJUSTICE 





Tells Equalization Board Lines 
_With More City Trackage 
Are Assessed Less, 





Declaring that “‘the Terminal Railroad 
Association is ‘a public benefactor’ 
though it does not seem to be regarded 
as such,’’ Judge Selden P. Spencer 
pleaded before the State Board 
Equalization at Jefferson City for a 
lower assessment fer the $50,000,000 Ter- 
minal combine. 

Judge Spencer averred that the Ter- 
minal is assessed out of proportion to 
other railroads, acocrding to press dis- 
patches Wednesday, and said that the 
average increase in taxes made against 
it has been more than 30 per cent. He 
argued that the Wabash increase was 
2.62 per cent; Frisco, 8.3; Missouri Pa- 
cific, 6.69; Chicago, Burlington & Quin- 
cy, 1842, and yet the Terminal increase, 
he said, is 30.27 per cent. 


Increase in Assessment. 

In 1905, according to Judge Spencer's 
figures, the Terminal was assessed at 
$3,770,000. This was increased in /1906 to 
$5,055,000, and in 1907 a further addition 
of $200,000 was made. 

‘The Terminal,” said Judge Spencer, 
*has borne the brunt of taxation and 
yet its actual terminal facilities in St. 
Louls are not as great as those of many 
other railroad lines. We have 54,55 miles 
of trackage; the Iron Mountain has 
69.85; St. Louis, Keokuk & Western. has 
55.26; the Wabash has 50.66 and the Mis- 
seuri Pacific has 56.13. 

‘Last year the Terminal property, in- 
cluding the Eads Bridge, St. Louis 
Transfer Railway, Merchants’ Bridge, 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal and the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., was assessed at 
$9,970,852. Eighty-five per cent of the 
Eads Bridge is lecated in Illinois, and 
it is assessed at $700,000, and 15 per cent 
lecated in Missouri, was last year 4s- 
sessed at $1,900,000, while the 38 per cent 
of the Merchants’ Bridge which is lo- 
cated in Illinels was assessed at $120,000,

Eada Bridge Expensive. 

Touching upon the Eads Bridge as- 
sessment, which was put at $1,900,000 last 
year, Judge Spencer said it was a tre- 
mendously expensive structure at its 
building and in its maintenance. Its 
original cest, he told the Board, was 
nearly $10,000,000. It could be duplicated 
teday for $3,151,746. These figures were 
not his own, he said, but were those «f 
a Government expert named Waddell, 
given in a case brought by the Gov- 
ernment against the Terminal. Here 
again he urged that the assessments 
were disproportionate. 

When Judge Spencer had concluded 
his argument, Treasurer Cowgill, a 
member of the Board, remarked, dryly: 

“The Judge knows his speech well and 
he says it well, but he should talk a 
bit more slewly.’’ 

According to a member of the Board, 
Judge Spencer overlooked the fact that 
the Terminal properties have enhanced 
greatly in value since the absorption of 
the Wiggins Ferry Co.

Mr. Early shewed in his evidence, ob- 
tained from the officials of the street 
railway cerporations and the records 
he compelled them to preduce, that the 
St. Louis Transit Co. had at all times 
owned more than a controlling interest 
in the stock of the United Railways 
Ce., and that this condition existed at 
the time of the transfer. 

He showed also that the directors of 
the United Railways Co. and the Tran- 
sit company, with but one exception, 
were the same men, and how on Oct. 
19, 1904, these men met as directors of 
the St. Louis Transit Co. and made a 
oroposition to sell its assets to the 
United Railways Co., and how the fol- 
lowing day they met as directors of the 
United Railways Co. and agreed to ac- 
cept the proposition they had made as 
directors of the Transit company.

WAS IT “LA” OR “LE”? 


Bankers Take Sides and Pros- 
perity of City Is Retarded 
by Feud. 


INDEPENDENCE, Kan., May 26.— 
Missouri's Supreme Court is not the only 
place where trouble has been caused by 
the definite article. The little word 
“the,”’ translated into French, started 
a business war which has not helped 
this city in the least. In fact, some 
business men here say that, if it could 
have been avoided, Independence might 
now have a well-organized Fifty Thou- 
gand Club, and an actual population of 
25,000 or so. The best the census man 
does for the city at present, according 
to late railroad folders, is 15,335. 

Everybody who knows any French at 
all has heard ‘“Cherchez la femme.” 
Multiply this command by two, that is, 
look for two women, and the woes of 
Independence are now explained for the 
first time. .

The 1n- 
finished letter which was found at the 
same time bears the date May 6 The 
story it tells has been accepted by 
Irvin Baehr of Minneapolis, a son of 
the dead man, who has taken charge 
of the body. 

Baehr was watchman at the mill. The 
building was insured and the old man 
was hired to live in the effice, so that 
the policy wou'd not lapse. He made 
his home there, alone. 

On the day of his death the old man 
had been writing to his daughter, Em- 
ma, who lives in Minneapolis. The 
table at which ke wrote stood near the 
head of a stairway leading to the base- 
ment. The last sentence in the lett2r 
read: “I will step now, ag I feel diz- 
sy." 

The family and friends of the old 
man feel certain that he got 1p, 
reeled and toppled down the stairs, un- 
conscious when he struck the base- 
ment floor. He fell face downward in 
the water, which has seeped into the 
basement. 

Irwin Baehr had been in Mascoutah 
for several days searching for his ‘a- 
ther. ‘The son had been gone only a 
few hours when Herman Gougon found 
the body and the letter. The son was 
summoned back by telegraph.

TRAIN SAVING STYLISH 





Residents Often Wave - Ban- 
dannas or Red Skirts and 
Prevent Wrecks. 
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‘A crop of heroes that promises to put 
the nature fakers into total eclipse has 
sprung up in Alton and her suburbs. 
Not only do the five-legged cow, the 
storkmayor and other phenomena take 
their rise there, but also, recent history 
seems to indicate, Alton is the fountain 
head of the third act of the melodramas. 

Six times within two years trains have 
been flagged by eagle-eyed Alton men 
and women just before they (the trains) 
would have dashed into peril and been 
wrecked. At least once every four 
months a hero comes to the front in 
Alton and gets a fat tip or an annual 
pass. But the railroads don’t care; 
they’re willing to reward every resident 
of Alton if they all prove heroes, and 
the town seems on the way to aehieve 
that distinction. 

Nobody looks for nature fakers any 
more. Thev’re out of style in Alton. To 
gain real recognition in that community 
the thing to do ig save a train. 

The last heroism happened Tuesday. 
Mart Smith, a painter who lives in Up- 
per Alton, was walking on the tracks 
with his 8-year-old son. Mart say a 
piece of rail about a foot long broken 
from the track. The Alton Limited was 
due. 

Mart got out his red bandanna and 
waved it frantically. The engineer 
‘tooted’’ his whistle to scare Mart off 
the track, but Mart stood still and 
waved the red bandanna. So the train 
stopped. Mart was marked up in the 
hero class. 

A few months ago G. F. Waggoner, 
signal man in charge of an interlocking 
switch tower near Aiton, found the ma- 
}chinery out of order,.and was unabfe 
to work his signals. He hopped down 
from the tower and flagged the Limited. 

Louis Kreppel, who preceded Wag- 
goner as tower operator, did the same 
thing for a’ Big Four train a few months 
before. 


Men Save “P.-D.” Train, 
Less than a year ago the “Post-Dis- 


patch train,’’ as they ealled it in Alton, 
which carries Sunday papers and mail 
up the C. & A., was flagged by 
men, who immediately ran away. When 
the train stopped the engineer saw that 
a lot of ties had been piled on the track. 

It has never been ascertained definitely 
whether the men planned to wreck the 
train, and then repented, or whether 
some one else put the obstruction on the 
track and they saw it. 

A few months before that Miss Fan- 
nie Maul, wearing a red dress, was ap- 
proaching the Alton bridge over the Mis- 
sissippi. She saw a misplaced tie which 
had caused the track to bulge. She 
danced and capered on the track, a glare 
of red, until the train stopped. 

Less than two years ago: Herman 
Doze, who is wideawake in spite of his 
name, saw two telegraph poles that the 
wind had blewn across the track, and 
he flagged the Alton Limited with his 
red bandanna. The railroad sent him a 
check for $25.

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A CORPORATE FICTION. 

In its decision in the Barrie case the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals sweeps away the fiction in the 
relations of the St. Louis Transit Co. and the 
United Railways Co. The Court states that the 
St. Louis Transit Co. never had a corporate ex- 
istence separate from the United Railways Co., 
nor were the dealings between them genuine 
transactions of independent corporations. The 
same men controlled both. 

The Court denies that the transfer of the 
property of the St. Louis Transit Co. to the 
United Railways was a genuine sale in which 
adequate consideration was given. It was a 
surrender in which all the assets of the lessor 
were turned over to the lessee on the arbitrary 
demand of the latter. The phrase “constructive 
fraud” ig used in the opinion to describe the pro- 
cess by which United Railways, taking over the 
properties of the street railway system leased to 
the Transit Co., including extensions and im- 
provements, attempted to evade its obligations. 

Holding the United Railways liable for dam- 
ages in the Barrie suit, the inference is clear that 
the company is responsible for all other obliga- 
tions of its creature. 

The Court’s opinion illumines the whole trans- 
action by which the St. Louis Transit Co., a mere 
creature of the United Railways Co. and the 
controlling syndicate managers, posed as an in- 
dependent corporation until the opportune mo- 
ment, when it was wiped out of existence as an 
insolvent renter and its original properties, with 
all betterments, were absorbed by its creator. 
Reviewing the history. of the Transit company, 
the sale and manipulation of its stock as an in- 
dependent corporation and its final disappear- 
ance as a mere corporate fiction, it exhibits the 
most amazing and outrageous financial juggle in 
the record of high financiering. It is monu- 
mental. 

The attempt to avoid the obligations of the 
Transit company was merely the capsheaf of 2 
series of operations for which ‘constructive 
fraud” is a mild term. 

Juggles of this kind, by which millions are 
filched directly from the pockets of the unwary 
and millions more in watered securities are sad- 
dled upon communities to be paid in bad ‘service 
and high fares, are responsible for much of the 
increasing public sentiment and extreme legisla- 
tion against corporations. They induce contempt 
for law on the part of unthinking people. They 
should never be possible under the law. 
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Eighteen automobiles will be used by a Kansas 
City church to bring lagging members to prayer 
meetings. And thus Christianity goes to school 
to politics and learns. 
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THE “FINISH.” 

Mayor Kreismann will find the conservative 
view of the Free Bridge problem clearly and 
forcefully presented in a parable from the Bible 
beginning with the twenty-eighth verse of the 
fourteenth chapter of Luke: 

“For which of you intending to build a 
tower, sitteth not down first, and count- 
eth. the cost, whether he have sufficient 
to finish it. Lest haply after he hath laid 

‘the foundation, and is not able to finish 

it, all that behold it begin to mock him, 
saying, this man began to build and was 
not able to finish.” 

It should be noted that the author of this para- 
ble in which the “finish’’ is made the important 
point, carnot be classed with the Big Cinch. 
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Instead* of spending $7,000,000 to fortify the 
Panama Canal, why not wait and see if its finish 
and universal peace are not coming down the 
pike hand in hand?

TO COOK FISH. 


N boiling fish the water should be 
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inquired the Bachelor 





cold when the fish is put into the 
kettle. If hot the outside will get 
tender and break to pieces before the 
inside is sufficiently cooked. Boil until 
one of the fins can be drawn out eas- 
ily. Most kinds of fish will cook suf- 
ficiently in half an hour, some in less 
time. 

Bolling is a common but not attract- 
ive way of cooking fish. 

Except for salmon, or a thick piece 
of halibut or other very large fish, it 
is a wasteful and unpalatable method. 
To broil or fry fish is not always con- 
venient. Possibly this method of stew- 
ing fish may be new to some of our 
readers. It is suitable for a small cod, 
haddock, pickerel, bass, or any dry 
white fish, By dry and white, I mean 
a fish that has no oily dark flesh, like 
that of mackerel, bluefish, etc., for the 
oil is all in the liver instead of among 
the muscles. 

It always pays to be sure that such 
a fish is free from bones and skin, and 
yet one does not care to waste the 
good material that adheres to them. 
Therefore, always remove the skin and 
bones first, break them up and cover 
them (and the head also if you have a 
whole fish), with cold water. Let them 
simmer for an hour or until the bones 
are clean. If you like the flavor of 
onions—they are usually well suited 
to fish—slice and scald two small 
onions, drain: and brown them slightly 
in a little salt pork fat, and then 
pour all into the kettle with the bones. 
While the bones are boiling cut the 
fish .into two-inch pieces, season with 
salt and pepper, put them into a stew- 
pan in which is one tablespoon of lemon 
juice and one tablespoon of butter melt- 
ing, cook them a few minutes at very 
modérate heat, turning them over until 
well buttered, but do not let them fry. 
Strain the boiling bone water over the 
fish, using only enough to cover well. 
These proportions are for three or four 
pounds of_fish. 

“ 
_Cook one heaped tablespoon of butter 
and two heaped tablespoons of flour to- 
gether till blended, add them to the 
stew when boiling and mix well. Sim- 
mer 15 minutes, add more salt and pep- 
per if needed, and one tablespoon 
chopped parsley and good table sauce 
or any preferred catsup. Dish and serve 
without breaking the fish. 
FLAKED FISH. 

Cod or haddock is best for this. Wash 
and wipe the fish, lay into a fish kettle 
with cold water enough to cover it 
with a tablespoonful of salt and a ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar. (If you put it 
irito bolling water the inside of a large 
fish may have a raw taste.) When the 
fish has boiled long enough so it will 
flake off the bones, remove from the 
fire. Be careful to pick out every bone 
and separate the fish into smal) flakes.
